NEW DEAL BUSHEL PROVES 
TO BE SOMETHING ELSE 


U. S. Increases Volume Rather 
Than Reduce Loans to Farmers

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25. — What the n*w 
deni ba* Ins* done to change the size of a 
bushel of corn appl!** only to money loan­ 
ed by the government and has no applica­ 
tion to the transactions of private indivi. 
dual* with one another. 
Thus s bushel still remains a bushel, so 
far a* the people generally are concerned, 
and it I* a violation of the law of at-z.idards 
to *ell anything called a bushel and not 
given the official weight that a bushel has 
alway* had. 
The federal government, through the Com­ 
modity Credit Corp , has changed the aire 
of a bushel from two and one half cubic 
feet to aboil* three cubic feet. The reason 
is that the government has been lending 45 
cents a bushel on corn. and it was consider­ 
ed disadvantageous to reduce the amount of 
the loan So. Instead, the size of the bushel 
on which the loan* would be made was in­ 
creased. It work* out so that the loan real 
iv amount* to about 40 cents, but it isn't 
called 40 rents 
Rurposa Of ChanQ# 
Someone once said that he real purpose of 
governments nowaday*, in 
devaluation 
of 
their monetary unit*, wa# to find a way to 
reduce real wag*-* without letting the work­ 
ingman know what la happening So ie the 
c hanging of the size of th# buehel of corn 
on which government loans are made here 
intended to make the farmer feel that he 
really isn t getting leas of a loan than here. 
tofore. 
The Commodity Credit Corp., lias about 
$265MMtn.om» of loans outstanding, and it baa 
made loans on many million# of bales of 
cotton, in fa< t on far more than did the old 
federal farm board on cotton. But the only 
chance the Commodity Credit Corp,, lias of 
making sure that lf will get It# money ha< k 
on corn is not to lend at a (mice above Hie 
market level. Thus. with rom selling today 
at about 50 ranis ic* tim farmer, th'- loan of 
45 cents on the old bushel was considered a 
fairly good margin sci long an production 
control through the AAA has been In effect. 
Now. because of the new deal’s fear that 
more corn will in* planted than is desirable, 
the lending agency of the government wish 
es to revise ifs lending price downward and 
thus play safe against a market change- in 
the prire of corn due to increases in 
the 
crop. 
Originated By Wallace 
Tile device used bv the Commodity Credit 
Corp., is believed to have originated with 
Secretary Wallace of the department of ag 
rlculture, one of the original defender* of 
the devaluation of gold standard. It may not 
be that the chang* iii the size of a bushel 
of corn is very imjiortant to anybody hut 
the farmers who borrow on their corn crop, 
but Hie precedent of having a government 
agency change the size of the unit of meas- 
ii rem ent whenever it feels lr dined to do so 
in its relations with the fat mer* is an im­ 
portant matter. 
The power to define a bushel in any con­ 
tract with the farmers, in fad to make any 
and ail regulations, has been, mid r 
the 
AAA system, a matter of government con­ 
trol anyway. The farmer, on signing a pro­ 
duction control contract or on borrowing 
money on hts crop, virtually submits him­ 
self to any c h a n g e in conditions that tho 
government may Iii ii* wisdom seek to Im 
pose, Hence, there eau be no 
conte 
buck 
from the fanner if Hie conditions are * hang 
cd. In this particular instance, it Is assum­ 
ed that the new size of the bushel will applv 
not to old loans, but to new ones 
The change in the bushel size will, no 
doubt, ranee much discussion, not because 
the government hasn't any right to chang- 
the terms of its loan* 
for It does have thai 
right—but because the existence of two dif­ 
ferent sixes for a bushel is likely to cause 
considerable complication* from a book 
keeping, if not front a 
marketing, 
stand, 
point.
